As a means. of making families 
with seasonal incomes self-sustain- 
ing the year round, Secretary of the 
Interior Iekes today announced ap- 
proval of plans for the establish- 
ment of a project at West Frank- 
fort. A fund of $550,000 has been al- 
lotted for the project, which has 
been drawn up under the supervi- 
sion of M. L. Wilson, director of the 
division of subsistence homesteads. 

Ickes said about 275 homesteads 
could be included, varying from one 
and one-half to 10 acres in size. 
The occupants of these homesteads 
will be, for the most part, coal 
miners ah al employed about 
West Frankfort.

RAINEY ANSWERS CHARGES 
OF RECKLESS EXPENDITURES

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Reply- 
ing to charges that “this adminis-

Purported Statements by Chi- 
cago Attorneys Withdrawing 
Their Charges.

CHICAGO, April 7.—Counsel for 
Secretary of the Interior Harold L. 
Ickes made public today purported 
retractions by two Chicago attor- 
neys of their charges of unethical 
conduct against the cabinet mem- 
ber—charges which Ickes has made 
the basis of disbarment proceedings 
against his accusers. 

Both C. W. Larsen and Lucius J. 
M. Malmin, the attorneys, have 
made categorical denial of any in- 
tent to blackmail the Interior Sec- 
retary as a means to get Federal 
jobs for themselves. Malmin; a for- 
mer Federal Judge in the Virgin 
Islands, who, Ickes said, wanted to 
become the island Governor, termed 
the charges “flimsy” and asked for 
further particulars. 

Larsen shoved his answer to the 
Chicago Bar Association’s disbar- 
ment citation under its office door 
last night, denying any blackmail 
plot and imputing to Ickes an at- 
tempt to “camouflage the real is- 
sue.” He suggested the disbarment 
hearing be opened to the public. 

Further, Larsen asserted Malmin 
did not represent him in alleged vis- 
its to Secretary Ickes and to Marvin 
McInyre, White House secretary, on 
which calls Ickes alleges Malmin 
offered that he and Larsen would 
“forget” any charges against Ickes 
if the Federal appointments were 
forthcoming.

Ickes, as a practicing attorney in 
1928, administered the Clarence 
Saunders estate and Larsen alleged 
its value had dwindled from $19,000 
to $8000 under Ickes’ care.

Property owners in St. Louis 
whose real-estate and personal 
woperty taxes for 1932 and prior 
years are delinquent are saved $1,- 
965,950 in penalffes under a law 
passed by the recent special session 
of the Legislature, becoming effeo- 
tive Thursday.

$6,507,862 unpaid. The penalties 
wiped out under the new law, in the 
aggregate, amount to 21 per cent 
of the principal due.

taxes for 1982, and theretofore, shall 
on payment, be subject to no more 
penalty than taxes delinquent for 
1933.

Unique among its displays is the 
annual exhibition, open to all ar- 
tists residing in St. Louis or within 
a radius of 50 miles of the city: The 
show now in p is the twen- 
ty-first of the series. It opened 
on March 25. with & large recep- 
tion for members, exhibitors and 
guests, and will continue until 
April 22. 


Heretofore this exhibition has 
been competitive and money prizes 
have been awarded by out-of-town 
jurors. With the twenty-first an- 
nual exhibition of oil paintings and 
sculpture, the artists of the guild 
have celebrated their maturity, or 
coming of age, in this activity by 


voting to omit prizes, which always : 


have been given so generously by 
encouraging and interested citizens 
and organizations, tncluding the 
guild itself. 

It has been said that the artists 
have worked for these prizes and 
that the spirit of competition has 
stimulated to a greater vitality and 
vigor of expression. But this col- 
lection of their work displays no 


lack of power and strength in com-, 


parison with former exhibitions and 
the hospitality of the guild has met 
with a fine response. 
Conservative Trends. 

Sixty-two painters and six sculp- 
tors are represented in this dis- 
criminatingly chosen exhibit. Each 
artist was allowed to submit five 
works, from which three might be 
accepted. Two-thirds of the artists 
are represented by only one exam- 
ple of work; the rest are each rep- 
resented by two examples, with the 
exception of two artists, who have 
three included.

Sea and Country 


The landscapes are most of them 
small in size, intimate rather than 
spacious. Often they reflect the 
summer sojourns of the artists and 
range in their subjects from the 
Rocky Mountains, as seen in Her- 
bert Jackson’s “The Glacier,” with 
its clear light and cold color, to the 
Atlantic coast, a favorite painting 
place of a number of St. Louis art- 
ists. “Gloucester Harbor,” by Adele 
Brooks, “Breakwater, Province- 
town,” by Martha Hoke and “Ports- 
mouth” and “Rye Harbor Road” by 
a new exhibitor, Lucie Mackay, and 
“The Sea at Nubble Light” by Grace 
Morrill, are all interesting -varia- 
tions of the seacoast theme.

Parley Into Life Seems Hopeless 


Only Courses Open Adimientiy Are to Admit 


Failure, Try to Break Franco-German 
Deadlock or Start All Over.

GENEVA, Switzerland, April 1. 
ITH the fate of the International Conference for Reduction and 
Limitation of Armaments, the future of the League.of Nations 
and perhaps the maintenance of world peace at stake the bu- 
reau of the almost defunct disarmament parley will meet in Geneva 
Tuesday for an eleventh hour effort to salvage the cause of disarma- 


ments. 

Upon the shoulders of a dozen 
or so statesmen will fall the task 
of either (1) bringing to an end 
the two years of futile delibera- 
tions and winding up the confer- 
ence as painlessly as possible, (2) 
providing for a continuance of 


the apparently hopeless and énd- 


less diplomatic negotiations on the 
off chance of breaking the Fran- 
co-German deadlock, or (3) going 
back to the beginning for a fresh 
start by restating, in terms more 
susceptible of attainment, the ul- 
timate objectives of the confer- 
ence. 

Without exaggeration it may be 
safely said that the responsibili- 
ties facing the Bureau are greater 


than those which have confronted | 


any similar group of statesmen 
and diplomats since the World 
War ended. 


May Face or Dodge Issue. 

If they are honest and face 
facts squarely—are more courage- 
ous than cautious—they may ad- 
mit that disarmament, 
time, is a political impossibility, 
and recommend .that the confer- 
ence be adjourned, regardless of 
what the international repercus- 
sions may be,..The cost of such a 
decision, which, of course, would 
have to be ratified by the General 
Commission of the conference in 
a plenary session, might easily be 
catastrophic. It would almost 
certainly mean the demise of the 
League of Nations, or at best, the 
devolution of the Geneva organ- 
ization into something comparable 
to the Interparliamentary Union 
or the old Hague Court. As an 
influence in international relations 
its role would henceforth be neg- 
ligible, : 

if the bureau is timid—and

26 Months of Talk. 


To get a proper perspective of 
the critical situation which exists 
one must go back to the begin- 
ning. It was 26 months ago that 
the conference for reduction and 
limitation of armaments was con- 
yened, after more than eight 
years of arduous preparatory 
work by the various commissions 
(on which representatives of the 
United States, Russia, Turkey— 
all non-League states—served), 
and the League Council and As- 
sembly.

Agriculture, Fixed Prices and 
Regulated Sales and Production 


National — Over Five Products Is Abieads in Effect, Each Under 
an Individual Board With a Central Governing. Body and Inclusion. of 
Other Lines Is Contemplated--Producer Fined If He Exceeds His Set Quota.

LONDON, April 7. 


HILE the United States under the ‘“‘New 

Deal’ policy are just now attacking with 

vigor their special problem of agriculture 
as well as industrial surpluses, the British 
Government during the last two years has 
been implementing a far-reaching and inten- 
sive codification of British farm and agri- 
cultural products which is rapidly leading to 
the complete trustification of the production 
and wholesale distribution of alt the food 
products grown in this country. This to en- 
courage more production as well as give the 
farmer fairer prices, because, as is well 
known, these islands now grow only about 
one-third of their food supplies. 

Up to the present time, five schemes, as 
the codes are called here, have been approved 
by the Minister of Agriculture, sanctioned by 
Parliament and put into operation. They are, 
in the order of their initiation, the Hops Mar- 
keting Scheme, the Pigs Marketing Scheme, 
the Bacon Marketing Scheme, the Milk Mar- 
keting Scheme and the Potato Marketing 
Scheme. Under the terms of these schemes 
a national monopoly is created for the pro- 
duction and wholesale distribution of each of 
the products named. 


Board Administrative 
Code for Each Product. 


All follow a nearly identical pattern as re- 
gards the provisions for administration and 
the powers and objects of the administrators. 
To begin ‘with, every scheme was worked out 
by a special Government committee of reor- 
ganization which drew up the plan for each 
industry in question. These committees 
worked in close co-operation with the produc- 
ers of the products concerned. In the case of 
the Potato Scheme, for instance, the code put 
into force was practically written by the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Union. 


The central and administrative authority 
for each scheme is the board; in the case of 
potatoes, the Potato Marketing Board; and 
the nucleus of the board is its Executive Com- 
mittee. This board is elected by the individual 
producers of the product with which it is 
concerned. In most of the schemes, the coun- 
try is divided into districts and the producers 
or growers living in a district elect one or 
more members of the board. There are, in 
addition, regional or district committees, 
elected by the producers therein. 


The board having been set up, every pro- 


register with it. No unregistered producer 
may sell his product in this country. Further- 
more, the board fixes the terms and conditions 
under which the producer sells to the middle- 
man; the price, quality, ete. In addition, in 
the case of most of the schemes so far initiat- 
ed, the board controls the supply of the com- 
modity in question by imposing a production 
quota on the producer, Instead of paying the 
producer to limit his production,,as is being 
done in the United States. with regard to cer- 
tain crops, an agricritural marketing board, 
with the force of law behind it, simply telis 
him the maximum figure which his produc- 
tion must not exceed. The boards have power 
to impose heavy fines on those producers 
who disobey orders. ~ 


Each Marketing Scheme 
Is Self-Governing Group. 


Inasmuch, however, as each marketing 
scheme is a self-governing corporation, con- 
trolled through the voting power of its mem- 
bers, by the producers themselves, it is not 
expected that there will be many cases of in- 
subordination. . 

The cost of the administration of the mar- 
keting schemes by their respective boards is 
met by a levy on the registered producérs in 
each scheme; an assessment on each crop acre 


Jor on each unit of the product which is mar- 


keted. The board may aiso charge fees for. 
registering sales contracts and for certain 
other special work. , 

Most of the marketing boards have‘ other 
powers. They may, themselves, buy the prod- 
uct with which they deal and engage in the 
marketing thereof. They may lend money to 
their respective producers and may borrow, 
money. In ‘addition, the Hops and Milk Mar- 
keting boards have an obligation not shared

done goes back to 1931. In July of that year,

This law provided that if the Minister of Agri- 
culture was “satisfied that the scheme will 
eonduce to the more efficient production and 
marketing of the regulated product,” he might 
present for the approval] of Parliament mar- 
keting schemes requiring the registration of 
producers and laying down conditions concern- 
ing the sale, grading, packing, advertising, 
etc., of products covered by the scheme. It 
also enabled a marketing board to fix maxi- 
mum or minimum prices. Finally, it set up a 
system of committees to consider and investi- 
gate consumers’ complaints. 

This act, however, did nothing to protect 
the British producers, even though he might 
be incorporated in a marketing scheme, from 
the unrestricted competition of foreign im- 
ports. The present Government, however, 
took up that phase of the farmers’ problem 
and last summer passed through Parliament 
another Agricultural Marketing act. It was 
really more of_a quota act for it empowered 
the Board of Trade to issue orders limiting 
the importation of any agricultural product 
covered by a marketing scheme; provided 
that, where imports were regulated, the Min- 
ister of Agriculture could issue orders limit- 
ing the quantity of the home-produced prod- 
uct- that might be sold; provided that, with 
due compensation, the number of producers 
could be reduced and extended the powers of 
the marketing boards as defined in the first 
act, by enabling them to regulate the quantity 
that might be sold of the products under their 
jurisdiction.

Britons Get First Shot 
at Domestic Market. 


Thus MacDonald's Labor Government 
planned merely to help the farmer by a more 
orderly and scientific. method of marketing, 
leaving him still to struggle with the effects 
of the law of supply and demand and the com- 
petition of foreign imports. But MacDonald’s 
National Government decided that the farmer 
must, so fay as was compatible with various 
trade treaties and’ the Ottawa agreements, be 
given the first shot at the domestic market. 

The other major difference in the policy 
of the two Governments is in regard to the 
protection of the consuming public. Laborites 
and independent Liberals today assert that, 
under the first Agricultural Marketing Act, 
the Labor Government was determined to 
protect the consumer from profiteering and 
that the provisions to that end offered by 
the present Government are totally inade- 
quate.

Extension of System 
Is in Preparation. 


To those ends,‘there is going\to be a fur- 
ther extension of the marketing board system. 
A Government committee will report in a few 
weeks on a fat stock scheme for the market- 
ing of beef and mutton. The report -will also 
deal with pigs sold for pork, as distinct from 
those sold for the curing of bacon and ham, 
which are already covered by the Bacon and 
Pig Marketing Boards. Several months later 
there will be a report from another Govern- 
ment committee which is preparing a- scheme 
for the marketing of eggs and poultry. Final- 
ly, last month a draft scheme for a sugar 
marketing board to deal with home-produced 


manufacturers, refiners and wholesalers in 
the country, was presented to the Minister 
of Agriculture for his approval.

There are people who have believed it better to 
leave Mr. Insull in Greece. They have supposed that 
to return him to Chicago would only be to lose the 
moral point made by his flight. Tliat is, they have 
believed that, if we could not convict Doheny, we 
cannot convict Insull. Had Doheny fied, his flight 
would have confessed his guilt. He would have suf- 
fered the social obloguy of that confession. By 
remaining and standing trial, he obtained an acquit- 
tal, and with that acquittal there went to an unfortu- 
nate degree social purification. There can be no doubt 
of this. It is one of the indices to that amazing 
demoralization:- which seized the nation when it was 
enriched by the wealth of warring Europe. 

Nevertheless, Insull is coming back. There is no 
sanctuary for him upon this mundane sphere, nor 
could there be one in the comity of nations. Nations 
must respect one another's rights. For Greece to pro 
tect Insull when the United States wanted him was 
unthinkable. Greece needs the respect of other nations, 
and she must needs therefore be respectable. The 
same thing is true of Turkey. to which Insul! fled 
when he left Greece. It would have been equally true 
of Abyssinia, to which it was for a time supposed 
that he might flee. To go beyond the pale of society is 
to go beyond the pale of civilization. This could 
not be better illustrated than it has been in the fail- 
ure of Insull to find a friend anywhere when he 
was fleeing the wrath of that country which had 
always been friendiy to him. 

What should be our sentiment when Insull returns? 
Should we not be grateful to him at bottom for 
having rendered a needed public service? Certainly. 
All great social and political evils flourish until 
their chief protagonists bring them to public condem- 
nation. What Insull did had been going on in the 
United States for generations. There was no disposi- 
tion anywhere to punish scalawaggery in high finance 
so long as it followed the respectable traditions of 
such adventure. The railroad financiers founded 
some of the great American fortunes. They were just 
as venturesome as Insull was. They might have 
brought down upon themselves the consequences of 
their acts exactly as he has done had not the young 
and growing America been too much occupied with 
following squirrels around the trees.

It took the Dred Scott decision to touch off the 
more! dynamite beneath this time-serving. It was 
an explosion which clarified public thought, just as 
the flight of Insull has clarified public thought in our 
own time. To defy Insull in Chicago, as Harold Ickes 
found, was perilous. So long as Insull was in his 
glory, so long as his shining silk hat was the badge 
of authority, there could be no such break in public 
opinion.

We admit that 
he did do all these things, and we are not insensible 
to their social import; but it is not for them that we 
are rily grateful. We are far more grateful to 
him for having brought to an end in Homeric fashion 
the era of Insullism. He did what no timid man could 
have done. There were thousands of little rogues run- 
ning around in the country exploiting the utilities, as 
there are still thousands of economic prostitutes do- 
ing the dirty work of the utilities. 

But not all of them, bound together with a woolen 
string, would have brought to an end the rapine 
we know as Insullism. It took Insull to do this. 
He thought in big terms. He was bold. He had no 
qualms. His idea was that the utilities should con- 
trol the Government. He sent a United States Sen- 
ator to Washington from Illinois. He controlled 
the aldermanic body in Chicago. He contributed to 
both the Republican and Democratic campaign funds 
in his city and State. He was the apotheosis of that 
great Power Trust which had come to affect legis- 
lation, to bully the investment banker and to make 
a whited sepuicher of the house of government. 

The people who enjoyed his largess cannot under- 
stand why society should proscribe such a man. 
Theirs is the philosophy of pap, and they care not 
how foul the spring from which it wells. It is the 
same issue raised 30 years ago by the Rev. Dr. Wash- 
ington Gladden, who denounced in philanthropy the 
tainted money of Rockefeller. He said if our educa- 
tional and religious institutions accepted it, they de- 
served to perish by it.

We will have to think 
it over. True gratitude is a shy and ineffable thing, 
the most modest of all our spiritual exhalations.

The Dog Sull 

The machine age has reduced the role of the horse 
pretty much to the field of sports, but the dog still 
has the edge over mechanical competitors. Devoted 
as we are to machinery, no one as yet keeps a mass 
of gears and cog wheels around the house as a fam- 
ily pet. No inventor has offered the huntsman a 
mechanical substitute for his pointer, and robots 
have yet to displace police dogs in guiding the blind. 
From recent news items, one may glean an idea 
of how the dog family is still doing business at the 
old stand. The Byrd expedition is the last word 
in mechanized adventure, with its planes, tractors 
and wireless. But when a six-ton tractor broke down 
in the snow, men with dog teams went to the res-

cue. And the population of Little America includes 
140 huskies. Another frigid instance is in the ef- 
forts being made to rescue 89 persons marooned on 
an ice floe in the Bering Sea. Airplanes were un- 
able, because of blizzards, to take them off in sev- 
eral attempts, so dog teams were sent on the mission. 
Closer to home is the municipal penal farm at Wich- 
ita, Kan. This institution disdains machine guns, 
gas grenades, automatic locks and electric alarms as 
a means of keeping its prisoners at home. Its guards 
are dogs, and there have been no escapes in 11 years, 
except one night when none was on duty. 

So the dog,.it is apparent, still is having his day, 
and continues to hold his title as man’s best friend. 


The decision of the administration to advertise 
for a temporary air mail service has merits. Its 
purpose is to return the carrying of the mails to 
private operators as quickly as possible. The admin- 
istration bill pending in Congress and providing a 
definite air mail policy for the future is not likely 
to pass for four or five weeks. After its passage, 
30 days more must elapse while new bids are be 
ing invited. The postoffice program makes it pos- 
sible for private companies to start carrying the 
mails five or six weeks sooner. 

This helps not only the army, but also the stock- 
holders of aviation companies under the cancellation 
ban. Quite conceivably, a number of these compa- 
nies may have their mail pay restored. 

The only difficulty in the way of this is the pos- 
sible resistance of the officials of these companies 
to the bidding terms specified by the Postoffice De- 
partment. Companies with canceled contracts must 
reorganize into new companies. This is to enable the 
companies to get around a Federal statute prohibit- 
ing a company whose mail contract_has been an- 
nulled to bid again. The new companies must also 
eliminate from their officers or directors all those 
who had a part directly or indirectly in obtaining 
the contracts later canceled. Here is the rub. 

The question is whether these officiais iniend tc, 
or will be able to, put their interests above those of 
the public stockholders and owners of their compa 
nies. Every day that their companies are without 


mail pay is one of heavy loss to these owners. And 


there is no possible way for them to avoid eventually 
clearing out these gentlemen.

is very doubtful, indeed, if they are genuine martyrs. 
An opportunity for these officials to clear them- 
selves is not denied. The court will hear their case 
in time. But in the meantime, it seems foolish for 
their stockholders to-risk — —— on what 
looks like a very risky gamble. 

Misrepresentation to the contrary, neither the 
postoffice nor the administration bill is asking the 
companies to impair their efficiency by ousting the 
officials accused of ‘violating the law. Much has 
been said about the rare managerial talent that is 
being put on the block. The truth, however, seems 
clear that these men were more promoters than man- 
agérs—more interested in get-rich-quick schemes than 
in sound management. The record is eloquent that 
they were far more adept at lining their pockets 
through unconscionable salaries and bonuses and 
the proceeds of watered stock than in protecting the 
financial integrity of their companies or the in- 
terests of their public stockholders. 

The extent to which this inside plucking was car- 
ried on in the aviation industry is seen clearly by 
the evaporation of dividends to the public which 
bought aviation stocks. In 1931, our aviation com- 
panies were capitalized at over $20,000,000. In that 
year, they paid out in cash dividends only $109,000. 
In 1932, cash dividends faded to $30,000. 

The real efficiency of the aviation companies lies 
in the operating managers, the field superintendents, 
pilots and mechanics. These men are not asked to 
leave. Those who have been shown the door are prac- 
tically all high-finance artists who raided the re- 
sources of their companies from within and then 
sought to add to the loot by defrauding the Govern- 
ment. The elimination of these men will not hurt 
the aviation industry.

THE INVISIBLE INFLUENCE. By Alez- 
ander Cannon, M. D. (E. P. Dutton € 
Co., New York City.) 


ANY radio fans will recall that Edwin 

C. Hill, a month or more ago, devoted 

wo of his broadcasts on “The Human 
Side of the News” to “The Invisible Influ- 
ence,” which, he said, was stirring up more 
controversy in Europe than any other book 
had done for many years. It was then new- 
ly published in London, and we were told 
that the author, a distinguished physician 
and psychiatrist, as well as a Ph. D., and a 
Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society, 
had been requested by the London County 
Council to resign his post as head of an im- 
portant medical institution on the ground 
that the tales he had told in his book were 
rather taller than a responsible man could 
tell. Later, it seems, the County Fathers 
withdrew the request as a result of inquir- 
ies which showed that other men of equal 
or greater distinction were willing to vouch 
for the essential truth of the book, basing 
their belief on alleged personal experience. 
Among these was Major Yeats-Brown of 
“Bengal Lancer” fame. 

After reading the book, now available in 
an American edition, anyone is bound to 
grant that the whole affair is sufficiently 
remarkable, from any angle, to justify some 
consideration.

Most people must have heard or read of 
wonders that are said to be performed by 
the fakirs and adepts of India; and it seems 
that no traveler who has visited the holy 
city of Lhasa in Tibet has returned without 
astonishing stories about the occult powers 
of the lamas.

How- 
ever, having enjoyed that very natural und 
wholly defensible indulgence, one might have 
the modesty to grant the hypothetic possi- 
bility of realities beyond his own experience. 
But even if the reader be aware, as many 
are with good reason, that the exclusive 
“scientific” materialism, now long in vogue 
but waning, is equally as funny as the tallest 
seeming tale of the over-credulous, he will 
not therefore be the less careful. On the 
contrary, suspecting, as he must, the tre- 
mencous importance of the search involved, 
he will limit his belief to his experience— 
and perhaps strive for more experience. 


As for Dr. Cannon's testimony, there is a 
lack of sharply defined and orderly circum- 
stantiality about it that should trouble iny- 
one who has learned to respect methodical 
mental processes; and often the language 
seems not to have been chosen with proper 
deliberation. The doctor gives, on the whole, 
the impression of one who could believe 
anything without a struggle, if it were only 
sufficiently astonishing; and that is not the 
impression to expect from the testimony of 
a dependable investigator. Also, it is to be 
feared that the self is often rather too much 
in evidence for one who has really learned 
the secret of whatever power it is that sclf- 
denying men have undoubtedly learned in 
silence and solitude. 

Nevertheless, there is much in the book 
that is known to be true; and occasionally 
a sentence or a paragraph does give a deep 
sense of illumination.

The Clothing Bureau of the Citi-

During the first three months of 
1034, Mrs. Irvin Bettman, director, 
said yesterday the bureau distrib- 
yied 86,618 garments among 39,914 
ersons. In a similar od last 
vear, 182,951 garments were given 
to 60,076 persons. 

With the CWA program at an 
end, the bureau anticipates that 
there will be another increase in 
the demands made on it. There 
was a Substantial increase in March 
when 34,882 garments were given 
to 16,104 persons, and in that month 
the bureau Was unable to supply 
16419 garments for which relief 
agencies had issued requisitions. 
In March 12,420 more garments 
were given out than in February, 
and the number of applicants in- 
creased by about 5000. 

The bureau depends for its sup- 
plies chiefly On contributions of 
giscarded clothing. Other sources 
of supply are donations of shop- 
worn clothing by business firms 
and Government materials obtained 
through the Red Cross. A repre- 
sentative of the bureau will call 
for discarded clothing if notified 
that it is available. The bureau’s 
telephone number is CEntral 3365.

wheat growers. The Wheat Act 
also created a corporation, repre- 
sentative .of millers, called the 
Fiour Millers’. Corporation, with 
which the Wheat Commission ar- 
ranges for the purchase of unsold 
domestic wheat. 

’ Under the law, the wheat grow- 
ers are required to register with 
the Wheat Commission in order to 
be eligible for the subsidy or de- 
ficiency payment, as it is legally 
called. When a grower sells any 
millable wheat of his own 4 
he must apply to an authorized 
merchant for a. wheat certificate. 
This certifies the quantity of wheat 
sold and the date of sale, the price 
the grower got, etc. This certificate 
the grower sends to the Wheat 
Commission in order to obtain his 


The law provides, however, that 
quota payments to growers in any 
cereal year cannot be made for more 
than 27,000,000 hundredweight of 
wheat. The purpose of this limita- 
tion is to prevent or check the ex- 
tension of wheat growing to land 
which “is unsuitable for the crop 
and at the same time to place a 
limit on the amount of money that 
can be made available in any one 
year for deficiency payments. These 
deficiency payments for the first 
year of the operation of the Wheat 
Act totaled £4,510,000 (about $22,- 
560,000). 

This wheat scheme resulted in an 


increased wheat acreage of nearly 


400,000 in 1938, compared with 1932. 
In addition, there was an increase 
in the crop raised of nearly two 
hundredweight an acre for 1933, 
compared with the crop of previous 
year and with the average of the 
previous 10 years. This increase, 
the Minister .of Agriculture be- 
lieves, is largély due to the fact 
that under the stimulus of the bo- 
mus the farmer is encouraged to 
spend more money on fertilizers 
and other aids to crop stimulation. 
Beet Sugar Subsidy Since 1924 
About $150,000,000. 

Sugar and molasses produced 
from British-grown beets have re- 
ceived a Government subsidy since 
19024. It began at a yearly rate of 
19 shillings and 6 pence a hundred- 
weight. Five years later it was re- 
duced to 13 shillings and three years 
later to 6 shillings and 6 pence, 
which is the present rate. The to- 
tal subsidy which will be paid for 
the year 1933-34 on the 1933 crop is 
£3,350,000 (about $16,750,000), and

STUDENT'S THESIS ON HISTORY 
OF PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION 


Miss Dorothy LeMond Describes 
Origin Following Fraud by 
Woman Asking Charity. 

A thesis for an M. A. degree writ- 
ten by Miss Dorothy LeMond, 
Washington University graduate 
student, calls attention to the fact 
that it was the telling of a pathetic 
story of destitution by a not-too- 
destitute woman to James E. Yeat- 
man; prominent St. Louisan, in 


1859, which led to the founding of 
the Provident Association. 

Yeatman, when he learned, on in- 
vestigation, that the woman want- 
ed money to entertain her men 
friends and not funds to buy a can- 
die so she could watch her baby 
die, was so incensed that he decid- 
ed to form a society which would 
“investigate before giving relief.” 

The Provident Association was 
the result, being formed in 1860. 
Since then it has given aid to the 
poor and performed special work in 
some of the following crises: The 
Civil War, the cholera outbreak of 
1866, unemployment in 1874 caused 
by the thousands who flocked here 
to work on the Eads Bridge, the 
tornadoes of 1897 and 1927, and the 
flood of 1908. 

Since 1929, Miss LeMond points 
out, the association has been work- 
ing on an unprecedented scale.

“For that reason our records show a 
slight but definite warming throughout the 
United States over the period covered by 
our observations at the Weather Bureau. As 
the ice recedes, precipitation, or rainfall, de- 
creases.

care and distress. Others have said 
that they received a stimulation from 
the drug, as from alcohol, a sense of 
possessing great brilliance and wit. 
Again it is reported to have an aphro- 
disiacal effect. The user who takes al- 
cohol while under the effect of mari- 
juana is for the time being virtually 
insane. Throughout the Southwest, 
Mexican railway workers sometimes 
resort to this kind of jag, affording 
a serious problem for law-enforce- 
ment officials. 

It is not definitely established that 
the drug is habit-forming. Some stu- 
dents have said that they used it two 
or three times and then gave it up 
without any further desires. 


UT while it may not be ab- 
B womens habit-forming, in the 

sense that opium derivatives 
are, the physical attack of mari- 
juana upon the body is rapid and dev- 
astating. In the initial stages the skin 
turns a peculiar yellow color, the lips 
become discolored, dried and cracked. 
Soon the mouth is affected, the gums 
are inflamed and softened. Then the 
teeth are loosened and eventually, if 
the habit is persisted in, they fall out. 
Like all other drugs, marijuana also 
has a serious effect on the moral char- 
acter of the individual, destroying his 
will power and reducing his stamina. 
To the university authorities perhaps 
the most shocking fact uncovered by 
the investigation was that several stu- 
dents of pharmacology, who knew 
very well the fearful effects of the 
drug, were among the users of mari- 
juana. 

“We regret the publicity that this 
has received,’ Chancellor Lindley said 
to the writer, ‘‘because it has inev- 
itably put a stop to our investigation. 
The situation is not so serious as we 
at first thought it was. We believe we 
know how it first came into use and 
we hope that we shall be able to pre- 
vent its use entirely.”’ 

When he first learned of the use 
of marijuana in the university, Chan- 
cellor Lindley says he went to Gov- 
ernor Alf Landon at Topeka for help.

Boynton assigned Investigator Johns, 
whose home is in Lawrence, to the 
case. For a month Johns studied this 
university drug ring without public 
notice. The facts, as he told them to 
the writer, are as follows: 
Everything points to the introduc- 
tion of the drug into the university 
by traveling jazz bands that came to 
play for large university or smaller 
fraternity and sorority dances. Johns 
says that he has learned that many

members of jazz bands, not only in 
this seetion but generally throughout 
the country, often resort to marijuana 
or some other drug to obscure the 
monotony of their lives, the ceaseless 
thumping of jazz night after night. 

“They take a few puffs off a mari- 
juana cigarette if they are _ tired,’’ 
Johns says. “It gives them a lift and 
they can go on playing even though 
they may be virtually paralyzed from 
the waist down, which is one of the 
effects that marijuana may have.”’ 

From traveling jazz bands the use is 
thought to have spread to local or- 
chestras. <A university rule forbade 
irinking of liquor at dances, and mari- 
juana smoke was a substitute for or- 
chestra members. According to one re- 
port, a university orchestra had its 
own marijuana patch from which it 
harvested a season’s supply. 

Once it had been introduced in this 
way, use of the drug is thought to 
have spread with some rapidity. A 
group of students would each put so 
much money into a pool and send one 
of their number down to Kansas City 
in Missouri for a supply of the weed.

In the flop-house section of the city, 
only an hour away from Lawrence, 
Johns says that marijuana may be 
purchased almost as readily as illicit 
liquor before the repeal of prohibition. 
This was the Mexican marijuana. It 
was the custom to buy a tobacco tin 
of it. But it was also obtainable in 
cigarettes already rolled, the price be- 
ing three for 50 cents. 

The use spread within special 
groups where one or two persons be- 
came users of the drug. Thus, accord- 
ing to Johns, in one rooming house 
where there were 12 boys, 11 became 
users of marijuana, either intermit- 
tently or habitually. The twelfth boy, 
showing remarkable will-power and in- 
dependence of mind, stayed clear of 
the habit and laughed at the others 
when they talked in a rambling or 
foolish way while under the influence. 

Johns says that a few girls at the 
university. also used the drug at one 
time or another. There were slang ex- 
pressions on the campus for it—‘Do 
you have any hay?’’—‘‘Do you have 
any of the weed?’’ While the use of 
marijuana had a quiet, insidious 
growth, by far the greater part of the 
student body knew nothing of it at 
all and went about the usual life of 
study and sport and ‘‘dates.’’ 

The investigation might have gone 
on to completion without attracting 
any attention-—that was the hope of 
Chancellor Lindley—if it had not been 
for the suicide of one of the most 
brilliant students in the university. 
This young senior not only had main- 
tained a very high average in his 
work but-he had taken a prominent 
part in many activities on the campus. 
Chancellor Lindley says that to his 
knowledge this boy was not a user of 
marijuana. 


UT nevertheless the local paper, a 
Be« days after he had jumped 

into the Kaw River and _ had 
drowned himself, carried a report of 
the investigation with the reported 
fact that a number of the young man's 
friends had been quéstioned to deter- 
mine whether they used the drug. 
This was enough to give the whole 
story wide currency. 

So far the university has not taken 
drastic disciplinary action against any 
of those who have confessed to using 
marijuana. All of them have denied 
being habitual users and without ex- 
ception they have professed to be ig- 
norant of the source of supply. They 
have been cautioned as to the terrible 
effects of the drug if its use is per- 
sisted in and Dean Werner has put 
them on their honor to try to stop the 
practice in every way possible. It is 
this honor policy which the university 
follows in most disciplinary matters. 

Investigator Johns turned up the 
startling fact that marijuana had even 
been introduced into certain high 
schools in Kansas. He found that it 
was available to and used by certain 
high school students in Topeka, Con- 
cordia and several other towns. Also 
its use was reported in one Missouri 
high school. 


Chancellor Lindley sought to check 
the supply of the drug at its source 
through the aid of the Federal authori- 
ties. But he found that the Federal 
narcotic law does not cover marijuana 
and that therefore Federal agents 
were more or less powerless to help 
him. 

Kansas has felt the menace of mari- 
juana to be so real that a year ago 
the Legislature amended the law re- 
garding the use of the drug. It was 
formerly only a misdemeanor to ped- 
die it or use it, punishable by a fine 
of $100 or 30 days in jail. The amend- 
ment made it a felony, with penalties 
of $1000 or a year in prison or 
both. The law as it now stands says 
“That it shall be unliwful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation or associa- 
tion to plant, cultivate, protect, har- 
vest, cure, prepare, barter, sell, give 
away or use, or offer to sell, furnish 
or give away or to have in his or its 
possession” any of the drug. 


the university, Attorney-General 

Boynton has moved to secure a 
Federal law or an amendment covering 
the use of the drug. The response he 
has received indicates that there will 
be considerable pressure in Washing- 
ton for such a law. Senator Arthur 
Capper has said, “I shall be glad to 
introduce such an amendment and 
am asking the Commissioner of Nar- 
cotics to suggest its form and where 
it should be included in the statutes.’ 
Representative Harold McGugin has 
appealed to Attorney-General Cum- 
mings for some action. 

“Of course, we don't want to put 
any college students in jail for using 
marijuana,’’ says Attorney - General 
Boynton. ‘“‘That was not the object of 
the law. We want to check the source 
of it. 

‘TI have hoped that other and 
particularly neighboring states, Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma, would see the 
need of a law similar to ours. It is 
difficult or impossible as it is to keep 
it out of Kansas.’ 

Kansas is not the only state where 
outbreaks of marijuana have occurred. 
In California some months ago in the 
course of an exposure of the use of 
narcotics, it was discovered that con- 
siderable plots of Mexican marijuana 
were raised and sold to smokers. In 
the East, too, it has at times arisen as 
a danger to the immature. 

“IT can imagine,’ says Chancellor 
Lindley, ‘‘some young people who 
might seek to experiment with this 
drug, out of bravado or a sense of ad- 
venture. But I cannot believe that it 
would take a very deep hold on them 
when they are made to understand the 
very serious consequences. In general 
1 believe that the young people of to- 
day are too realistic for this. One sees 
that in the way in which they have 
accepted repeal of prohibition. That 
is, with a perfectly realistic view of 
the potentialities of alcohol. I cannot 
believe that the present experimenta- 
tion is anything more than a passing 
phenomenon of very limited scope."

Even’ today, after every sand 
storm along the fine modern’ road 
which parallels the old trail, more 
bones are exposed.

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was laid down on the old trail at a 
cost in human life which was greater 
than that involved in laying the first 
railroad through. This old plank road 
is now in ruins, billowing along be- 
side the level asphalt highway. 

Caravans of Arabian camels once 
conducted regular schedules on the 
trail, before there was even a plank 
1oad. The camels were an experiment 
of the War Department under Jeffer- 
son Davis, an experiment which was 
unsuccessful.

have not been in accord. Just now, for 
examples, as a Republican member of 
the House she sits on the Republican 
side while her husband is in the Cab- 
inet of a Democratic President. And 
she has let it be known from time to 
time that she disapproves of Demo- 
cratic machine politics as they have 
functioned in Illinois. 

“Tl am a Republican,’’ she says. “In 
the present session I have voted for all 
Republican measures, as a regular 
member of the party. Of course, I 
don’t say that if it came to a choice 
between an obvious right and wrong, 
with my party on the wrong side, 1 
should favor. my party. Yet, neverthe- 
less, I think there are times when 
party regularity is important.” 

It is possible that before the ap- 
pointment of Harold Ickes to be Sec- 
retary of the Interior his wife was 
better known to the general public—— 
in Illinois at least—than was he. He 
had never held public office and she 
had. His political life had all been, in 
a sense, behind the scenes. Through- 
out his career he had worked for re- 
form and reform candidates and in

many a campaign Mrs. Ickes had 


helped him. 

He managed the mayoralty cam- 
paign of John M. Harlan in 19065 and 
in 1911 he managed a similar cam- 
paign for Charles E. Merriam, profes- 
sor of political science at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Both campaigns were 
unsuccessful, as was the campaign 
which Ickes waged for Hiram John- 
son of California; a close friend, for 
President. 

But that wasn't particularly import- 
ant. The Ickes, husband and wife, 
worked for ideals and ideas rather 
than for candidates who might be mo- 
mentarily successful. Ickes had built 
up a comfortable law practice. They 
lived, with their four children, in a 
Chicago suburb, Winnetka, which is 
one of the pleasantest suburbs. 

If he had shown any willingness to 
surrender in his fight on Samuel In- 
sull, who ruled Chicago by virtue of 
his vast utility holdings, he might 
have made for himself a tidy fortune, 
as sO many less able men of hi time 
and generation did. Once the great 
{nsull approached Ickes with the offer

of a retainer——such as he flung prodig- 
ally about Chicago. Ickes said no; the 
fight went on. 

Then one day quite unexpectedly 
Mrs. Ickes was offered, and accepted, 
an appointment by the Republicans In 
power at that time as trustee of the 
University of Illinois. When her term 
expired, she ran successfully for the 
trusteeship. Later she resigned this of- 
fice to run as Representative for the 
Legislature from her district. 

“When he saw that I was in earnest 
about running, Harold said that of 
course he would help me. And he did. 
He pitched right in and gave me in- 
valuable aid. 

“My district, you know, is not an 
easy one to campaign in. They call it 
sometimes a ‘silk-stocking’ district 
But that isn’t correct. For although it 
takes in Winnetka, it is really a ‘shoe- 
string district, extending way around 
Chicago on the south, Including such 
industrial towns as Harvey. It even 
includes a corner of Cicero and a town, 
a most interesting town, that is wholly 
Negro.

very popular Representative 
decided not to run and I fran, 
with his consent, in his place 
Then, too, I had Winnetka ‘plumping’ 
for me. If you don't live tn Illinois, 
you don't know what ‘plumping’ 
means. You see in Illinois we elect 
three Representatives to each district 
and the voter may cast three votes for 
one candidate. This is called ‘plump- 
ing.’ I ran about even in the rest of 
the district and then Winnetka 
‘plumped’ for me which put me in 
each time.” 

The Legislation which came to ab- 
sorb most of her interest was scarce- 
ly of a nature which might have been 
assumed to attract a woman Legis- 
lator. One of the towns in her district 
complained that large industry was 
polluting a stream that flowed through 
the town with industrial waste.

Why will the retreat. of the 
great ice sheet cause the lU'nited 
States to become arid?

of a Water Monster.

PENANG, Straits Settlements. 

HE crop of 

sea monster 

stories has 
been unusu- 
ally large 
the past win- 
ter. Stimu- 
lated, per- 
haps, by ac- 
counts of a 
huge aquat- 
ic beast seen 
in Loch Ness, Scotland, in Decem- 
ber, mariners have been telling of 
encountering gigantic ocean crea- 
tures unknown to science in vari- 
ous other parts of the world—a 
distinct type of wonder tale that 
has been cropping up almost since 
the dawn of history. Off the Pa- 
cific coast of the United States, in 
the Caribbean Sea, in the Gulf of 

Mexico and on the coast of 

France these ‘‘sea serpents” or 

whatever they are, have been re- 

ported. The casting up of a queer- 
looking carcass about which nat- 
uralists disagreed, on a beach in 

Normandy, was a notable contri- 

bution to the subject. 

One of the most interesting of 
the recent sea monster stories and 
one which seems to have escaped 
general observation, is being told 
here. Several persons have report- 
ed seeing a sinister creature of 
unidentified species in the waters 
near Penang. 

The first to report its appear- 
ance was the skipper of a freight- 
er, whose account was published 
in the newspaper Straits Echo late 
in February. The mysterious crea- 
ture was called the ‘‘Pulau Rimau 
Monster” because of the place 
where it was sighted. While the 
captain could not give a complete 
description of it, he declared it 
was an ocean denizen whose like 
he had never seen. He had 
glimpses of a mamnioth body and 
a long neck surmounted by a 

great head which seemed to have 
a snout and a huge, gaping 
mouth. 

Some incredulity greeted the 
report——the usual reaction to such 
stories—but a few days later it 
was supported by another eye- 
witness. Captain R. H. Williams, a 
Penang pilot, had this to say in 
a letter to the newspaper: 

“TI should like to corroborate 
the story of the Pulau Rimau 
Monster as told by your repre- 
sentative on Wednesday. I saw the 


same monster, I believe, out at 
Muka Head on Thursday morning; 
] hesitated to tell the story, know- 
ing that people would be incredu- 
lous, but now I feel that I should 
assure you and your readers that 
there is a monster in these waters. 

“I-saw it just at the crack of 
dawn swimming in a westerly di- 
rection from Muka Head. I calcu- 
lated its length at about 60 feet 
and its beam about 20 feet. It 
passed near my launch and it was 
through the launch suddenly roll- 
ing heavily that I looked out to 
find the cause of the commotion. 
To my horror I saw this terrible 
brute moving swiftly through the 
water and lashing the sea into a 
maelstrom with its huge tail.’’ 

Then an old Malay fisherman 
was found who said he had seen 
the sea serpent. He, also, had not- 
ed its large, snout-like head and 
huge mouth. He called it a big 
snake, but he declared it had 
large fore feet; he saw the feet 
clearly, he said, when the monster 
raised itself out of the water near 
the swampy shore. 


HIS man said he was fish- 
ing near shore when a great 
commotion in the water 
about 100 yards away drew his 
attention. As he looked, a long, 
serpentine neck appeared above 
the surface, then two powerfully 
churning feet. The monster’s jaws 
were open wide. It was making 
rapidly for land. The fisherman 
pulled in his line and rowed fran- 
tically away. He didn't hesitate to 
admit he hadn’t returned to those 
waters. 

These accounts of the Pulau 
Rimau Monster recall the report 
made last year by the master of 
the Australian Commonwealth 
liner Largs Bay. He said that he 
saw a monstrous thing rise from 
the water near Aden, Arabia—a 
creature with a bulging head and 
what looked like a snout. 

This report, in connection with 
those recently made at Penang, 
inevitably leads to speculation as 
to the possibility that some sort 
of water dragon of prehistoric 
form is in the Indian Ocean. 

Evidence of a sort that mighty 
monsters of a kind unknown to 
man roam the deep is afforded by 
marks occasionally found on the 
bodies of captured whales. They 
are wounds that appear to have 
been made by claws and teeth 
that have not been identified with 
any 5 mete aaa sea inhabitant.
